ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA

New Delhi, the 31st July, 1978 

S.O. 2391. — Whereas the Election Commission is satisfied 
that Shri Ambalal Bcehardas Patel, Umcdpura, Mansa, Vija- 
ptir Taluk, Mehsana District. Gujarat, a contesting candi- 
date for bye-election to the Legislative Assembly held in 
lunc, 1977 from 84-Mansa constituency, has failed to 
lodge the account of his election expenses within the time 
and in the manner required by law as required by the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951 and the Rules 
made thereunder. 

And whereas the said candidate, even after due notice, 
has not given any reason or explanation for the failure and 
the Election Commission is satisfied that he has no good 
reason or justification for ihe failure. 


Now, therefore, in pursuance of section 10A of the 
said Act, the Election Commission hereby declares the said 
Shri Ambalal Bechardas Patel to be disqualified for being 
chosen as, and for being, a member of either House of 
Parliament or of the Legislative Assembly or Legislative 
Council of a State for a period of three years from the 
date of this order.

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour vide their 
Order No. 6/4/64-LR. II dated 18th April, 1964 sent to 
this Tribunal an industrial dispute existing between the em- 
ployers in relation to the Dhemo Main Colliery and their 
workmen, for adjudication of the following : 

“1. Whether the action of the management of the 
Dhemo Main Colliery, in dismissing Sarvashri Sukhi 
Jaswara, Matabadal, Timber Mistries and Shri Chotn 
Dilip Singh, Tindal Jumadar, or any of them, from 
the service of the Colliery, was not justified 7 

2. If so, to what relief are the workmen entitled ?’ 

2. On contest, the case was disposed of by Shri L, P, Dave, 
Presiding Officer by an award dated 18th November, 1964 
holding that the dismissal the three workmen was justified 
and they were therefore not entitled to any relief. The award 
was duly published in the Gazette of India in pursuance of 
Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 

3. Aggrieved by the award the workmen made an application 
under Article 226 of the Constitution in the High Court at 
Calcutta for setting aside or quashing the said award. The 
said writ application which was marked as Civil Rule No. 
37W/65 was finally disposed of by an order of A. K. Sinhn. 
J, on February 14, 1969. By the said order the impungned 
award was quashed and the matter was remanded to this tri- 
bunal for a fresh decision on the issues referred to it 
aftergiving the parties an opportunity to file additional written 
statement with particulars as (o the nature and extent of the 
dispute pending before the Tribunal at Dhanbad in the light 
of the observations made in the said order and in accordance 
with law on the evidence and materials on record and such 
additional evidence that might be adduced by the parties. The 
Rule was made absolute to the extent stated above. 

4. It appears that though the case was disposed of by the 
ITon’hle High Court on 14th February, 1969. the records 
were returned to this tribunal on 31st May, 1977. The then 
Presiding Officer of the tribunal retired soon thereafter and 
no Presiding Officer was available till 1st June, 1978. On 
assuming charge of the office of the Presiding Officer, 1 
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directed this matter to be fixed for peremptory hearing on 
18th July, 1978, on due notice to the parties. From the 
records I am satisfied that the notices were properly served. 

5. At the hearing, Mr. Arijit Chowdhury, Counsel, with 
Mr. N. N. Kar. Advocate instructed by Mr Ashoke Dhar ol 
Messrs Fox & Mondal, Advocates and Solicitors, appeared on 
behalf of Fastern Coal Fields Limited, a Government ot 
India undertaking in which the Dhcmo Main Colliery has 
vested under the Coal Mines Nationalisation Act of 1973. 
No one appeared on behalf of the workmen. 

6. Mr, Chouclhury submitted that Eastern Coal Fields 
Limited have no liability in respect of the cause of action in 
this reference and under Section 7 of the Coal Mines 
Nationalisation Act, no award which might be made by this 
tribunal could be binding on his client. He also pointed oul 
thut his client was not a party to the reference. He appeared 
only because a notice was served on the Manager, Dhcmo 
Main Colliery which, after nationalisation of coal mines, is 
owned and managed by Fastern Coal Fields Limited. Mr. 
Choudhury made it clear that the colliery had no dispute 
to press. This is a very old reference and there has been a 
radical alteration of situation after the nationalisation of the 
mine. As the workmen are not present to prosecute the 
reference, I am inclined to believe that the workmen are no 
longer interested in prosecuting the reference. In these circum- 
stances, T have no Option but to dispose of the reference on 
a “no dispute” award. 

7. In the result. T make a “No Dispute" award in respect of 
the industrial dispute Involved in this reference.

Mazumder, Deputy Manager, (Labour) appearing lor the 
management and Shri Ashoke Ghosh, Adviser of the Union 
appearing for the workmen submitted that while the reference 
was pending a joint petition of compromise dated 5th July, 
1978 was signed by and on behalf of the parties.
